Guarantees 
sought for 
theme park 
development

The $161 million theme park 
planned south of Grayling is 
stalled as developers and 
Department of Natural Resource 
(DNR) officials are awaiting 
respective written guarantees 
regarding the sale of land for the 


project, 
Patrick Crosson, a project 
manager for Axiom 


Entertainment, has proposed to 
build the Mainstreet America 
Inc. theme park on 1,800 acres 
of land, located east of 1-75 and 
north of Four Mile Road. 

The land sale was not on the 
Natural Resource Commission’s 
(NRC) agenda for its Thursday, 
June 5, meeting. 

Dave Freed, chief of land and 
facilities for the DNR, said that 
DNR and Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation offi- 
cials are still awaiting documen- 
tation that developers have full 
financing for the project. 

“We're still trying to work our 
way through whether they have 
the financing or not, and we 
don’t have those details nailed 
down,” Freed said. 

In addition, DNR officials are 
seeking a phased building plan 
from developers on how the 
park will be developed, Freed 
said that the state needs assur- 
ances that the theme park por- 
tion of the project will be built 
first. 

“We don’t want a situation 
where it appears they have

Road millage placed 
on November ballot

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners gave the 
green light to place a millage to 
fund the maintenance and repair 
of local roads on the ballot. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners, at its last reg- 
ular monthly meeting, voted to 
have a millage proposal, that 
would fund the Crawford County 
Road Commission, placed on the 
Nov. 4 general election ballot. 

The five-year, one-mill pro- 
posal would fund the reconstruc- 
tion and maintenance of county 
roads, The millage, if approved 
by voters, would generate about 
$543,000 per year for road 
repairs and maintenance, 

The same road millage request 
was defeated by voters in the 
2006 November election by a 
vote of 2,910 to 2,734. 

Road commissioners are seek- 
ing financial support from 
Crawford County taxpayers, 
since state revenues from the 
Michigan Transportation Fund 
(MTF), money collected from 


been decreasing since 2003. That 
has resulted in the road commis- 
sion not replacing employees 
that have retired and cutting back 
On equipment purchases and 
overtime expenses. 

Don Babcock, the managing 
director for the Crawford County 
Road Commission, said officials 
are planning for up to an [1 per- 
cent decrease in MTF funds this 
year, which will result in a cut of - 
over $100,000 for the county 
road agency. 

“There are fess people driving 
so they are buying less fuel 
which means less revenues from 
the state,” Babcock said. 

The road commission only has 
a pair of projects planned for the 
this construction season. One 
project includes reconstructing a 
two mile stretch of North Down 
River Road between Wakeley 
Bridge Road and Stephan Bridge 
Road, Paving for the project is 
scheduled for next week, 

The other project includes 
repairing a one and a half mile 
stretch on North Higgins Lake 
Drive. The road commission is

Dave Stephenson, the chair- 
man of the Crawford County 


-Board of Commissioners and 


vice president of the CCEDP 
‘Board, said that the DNR and 
developers. are also in discus- 
sions regarding an escrow 
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account that would facilitate the 
sale of the land. 

Under initial terms of the pro- 
posed agreement, the DNR 
would agree to release the land 
for development based on 
phased financing that the devel- 
opers would receive as develop- 
ment occurs, 

The pact would be mutually 
beneficial for the state and the 


developers. Proceeds from the 


sale of state-owned land goes 
into an account used to purchase 
environmentally sensitive prop- 
erty, recreational property and 
property abutting state-owned 
land, Stephenson said that the 
amount of money in the DNR’s 
account to buy land is capped, 
meaning -that funds: |overn the 
amount eligible could go 
towards other DNR expenses. 
“The DNR is not going to 
want that to happen, because 
they can only use those funds to 
purchase more land,” 
Stephenson said. 
_ Last month, financiers also 
requested assessments regarding 


’ property that was destroyed by 


the April 24 wildfire that 
destroyed 1,345 acres of land 
south of Grayling. 

Susan Thiel, the Grayling unit 
manager for the DNR, said an 
estimated 390 acres, where the 
theme park is proposed, was 
damaged by the fire. 

Stephenson said financiers 
were provided with an aerial 


view of the property and an over- 


lay of where buildings and 
amenities are planned to be built 
on land that was charred by the 
fire. 

Developers are proposing that 
the park would include roller 
coasters, a race track, a water 
park, the world’s tallest 
Christmas tree and Ferris wheel, 
a World War II aircraft carrier 
and an area where Christmas is 
celebrated all year long. They 
said it would create 2,000 jobs, 
700 of which would be full-time 
positions, and would have an 
annual payroll of $25 million.

He replaced 
Tom Akalis who resigned, after 
‘serving as the Grace Center’s 
clinical director for eight years,

The Grace Center is a coun- 
‘seling clinic that offers sub- 
“stance abuse, child, family and 
personal counseling and does 
‘assessments for the courts and 
other agencies. The center was 
‘founded in 1987, as an outreach 
‘of St. Francis Episcopal Church, 
by Father Derek Roy and Bob 
“Smock Jr. 

Pryor comes to Grayling after 
serving as the senior therapist 
for residential treatment at the 
Oakdale Recovery Center in 
Canton. Prior to that, he served 
as an outpatient counselor for 
_Seaway Hospital in Trenton. 

Pryor and his wife Patricia, a 
.data architect in the information 
technology department for Ford 
.Motor Company, have had a 
-weekend home on the Manistee 
-River for nine years. 

They attended St. Francis

“It was during that time I 
started helping students with 
their substance abuse prob- 
lems,” he said. 

Besides some clients dealing 
with methamphetamine use, 
Pryor said that the Grace Center 
counselors are seeing a typical 
caseload of clients dealing with 
alcohol addiction in the area, 
especially given the current eco- 
nomic struggles. 

“Part of our work here is to 
help people understand what is 
going on and clarify the changes 


that need to be made,” Pryor 
said. 

Over the past couple of 
months, Pryor said he has been 
meeting with officials with 
Community Mental Health, the 
AuSable Free Clinic and other 
organizations: in an effort’ to 
determine how each entity can 
be supportive of each other to 
serve the community. 

“I’m hoping to see the Grace 
Center thrive, move in some 
new directions and continue to 
help the people in the communi- 
ty,” Pryor said. 

The Grace Center works 
hand-in-hand with numerous 
government-funded _ entities 
such as Michigan Department 
of Human Services, Northern 
Michigan Substance Abuse 
Services, local courts, Michigan 
Department of Corrections, 
Crawford County United Way, 
and private donors and founda- 
tions such as the Alden and 
Vada Dow Family Foundation, 
Northern Convocation and 
Great Lakes Energy. These enti- 
ties help contain and defray 
costs to make services afford- 
able and accessible to all who 
are in need. The clinic also 
accepts Medicaid and private 
health insurance.

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WHEN FORMER _ White 
House aides come out with a 
book, it’s often after their bosses 
have left the presidency. That’s 
the polite and discreet way to do 
it. 

Not with Scott McClellan, for- 
mer press secretary to President 
George W. Bush. 

In Mr. McClellan’s newly pub- 
lished review of his White House 
service, many of the bodies still 
are either in place, or remain in 
other prominence. 

Mr. McClellan levels many 
complaining observations about 
inside White House procedures, 
and their consequences. Here are 
my comments on two of them. 

First is his claim that Mr. 
Bush’s justification for going to 
war in Iraq was based on a con- 
tinual pattern of lies and misinfor- 
mation to the public, and that Mr. 
McClellan was unknowingly a 
part of spreading those unsub- 
stantiated and misleading rea- 
SONS. 

Second is that the media failed 
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by Richard Milliman 


McClellan book raises several questions 


in their role of critical reporting 
and questioning analysis of the 
White House pro-war plotting. 

Those around President Bush, 
then and now, dispute Mr. 
McClelian’s claim of lies and 
misdirection in starting the Iraqi 
war. 

He doesn’t know what he’s 
talking about, goes the stream of 
the anti-McCleilan comments, 
and if he’s disturbed about White 
House actions, why didn’t he do 
something about it when he was 
there instead of waiting until he 
left his job to air his claims and 
his own confession? 

Much of the media, on the 
other hand, has had far fewer 
defenders of the McClellan 
charges of inattention to reality. 

* * * 

AS TO THE first point, Scott 
McClellan claims he was not told 
the truth about what was going on 
in the Iraqi war planning and exe- 
cution. 

Mr. McClellan writes that when 
he briefed the press and informed 
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the public during his tenure as 
presidential press secretary, he 
was telling the truth as he knew it, 
only to discover as events unfold- 
ed that what he told the press and 
public was far from factual. 

Such lying and misdirection, he 
writes, were part of a deliberate 
White House scheme to justify 
the invasion of Iraq. 

As a former gubernatorial advi- 
sor and press secretary, I find Mr. 
McClelan’s claims of innocence 
entirely possible. A press secre- 
tary can work only with what 
he/she knows personally or has 
been told by superiors. 

Although he had been an aide 
to Mr. Bush since his days as 
Texas governor, ] suspect Scott 
McClellan simply was not high 
enough among White House 
insiders to be included when top- 
scale decisions were made and 
rationale for those decisions was 
developed. 

AS a consequence, he could 
only report what he was told by 
those above him in the pecking

wait for the driving lane to empty ° 
so you can back out. ‘This will 
frequently take several light 
changes and a huge prayer that 
you can get back to work before 
your lunch hour is over. 

Grayling has unfortunately 
been on a downhill slide for 
some time. I’ve lived here 
almost my whole life. My busi- 
ness is here. I went to school 
here, my children went to school 
here and my heart is here. If you 
think a streetscape will bring in 
more dollars you are wrong. 

ve watched the military 
trucks pull down main street and 
park in the middle to let the 
troops off. I’ve watched as some 
parking areas were put off limits 
and I’ve watched this town strug- 
gle to survive. 

Maybe we need to do what 
other towns do, and let the snow- 
mobilers drive on the city streets 
in the winter. Maybe we need to 
close off one portion of main 
street twice a month for a farm- 
ers market or an antique sale. 
Maybe, to fill the empty build- 
ings, we need to have limited 
rent subsidies or bigger tax 
breaks for new businesses. 
Perhaps a purchaser of one of the 
buildings should be given a set 
time to improve it and open it for 
the good of the community and 
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be, rewarded with incentives, 
‘It is hard to watch Grayling’ s 

historic buildings fall to ruin. 
One thing I do know is that we 

need to have better snow removal 


now that it is harder to get the _ 


snow off the beautiful streets and 
sidewalks. This would be a time 
to rethink the Shawono fiasco. It 
was good for the prisoners and 
good for the community when 
the walks were cleared and the 
opportunity for redemption was 
available. 

As the economy seems to be in 
jeopardy and the job choices are 
almost nil, we need to think 
about the money spent, and the 
high cost of maintaining this 
pretty scene. 

One thing is for sure, the old 
days are gone. And with them is 
some ideas that made it work to 
Grayling’s advantage. If we are 
to survive on tourist’s dollars, 
then we need to pull our heads 
out of the cement and loosen 
some restrictions and give some 
rewards for new business. 

So, as you take your leisurely 
stroll on the new streetscape 
walk, think about starting a new 
business downtown or support- 
ing a downtown business. But 
most of all, make sure you have 
enough time to back out of a 
parking space and get home to 
cook dinner.

order, and he accepted what he 
was told as the truth, and passed it 
on as such. 

There are press secretaries, and 
then there are press secretaries. 
Some are among the inner circle 
in plotting strategy and program, 
some are not, 

The president and the White 
House generally, it appears, did 
not consider the role of press sec- 
retary as part of the decision- 
making process, but merely as a 
conduit to the press and public to 
deliver the message the genuine 
decision-makers wanted the pub- 
lic to hear, whether it was truthful 
or not. The end was to justify the 
means. 

* * * 

WHAT ABOUT the press? Was 
there laxity in its role as watch- 
dog of public officials? Should 
the press have been more critical 
and questioned the White House 
sooner? 

At the time Mr. Bush and his 
White House decided to go to war 
in the Middle East, the tenor of 


the country was considerably dif- 
ferent than it is today. 

Public polls in 2001, shortly 
after the 9-11 attacks, showed 90 
percent public approval for going 
to war in Afghanistan. Americans 
were gung-ho to do something to 
strike back for 9-11 at somebody, 
somehow. 

When the invasion of Iraq was 
fostered a few months later, some 
skeptics in the press and in the 
public sounded concern, but 
much of the public was with Mr. 
Bush, and the Congress handily 
had approved the war -— a vote 
several presidential hopefuls in 
2007-08 later stumbled around to 
justify.

‘receiving $300,000 from the state 
‘for that project, since the road is 
‘used to access the North Higgins 
‘Lake State Park. 

“That’s not costing us a dime 
‘and: we're not spending any of 
‘our money on that,” said Ken 
‘Riehle, chairman of the Crawford 
‘County Road Commission board. 
' The road commission typically 
‘likes to reconstruct 8 to 10 miles 
‘of road per year, but has to save 
‘up just to repair a couple of miles 
‘under the current economic con- 
‘ditions. There are over 40 to 50 
‘miles of roadway in the county 
-that need to be repaired. 

: “Without the additional fund- 
‘ing, we are going to fall farther 
‘behind, and the roads are going to 
‘be in worse condition than they 
already are,” Babcock said. 
"The road commission is con- 
‘sidering grinding up the gravel on 
Wakeley Bridge Road to use it as 
a base, then maintaining it as a 
gravel road to prevent people 
from driving on the shoulders or 
down the middle of the road to 
avoid potholes. 

_ “We just can’t afford to keep 
patching it anymore and it’s 
become a safety issue,” Riehle 
said, 

The road commission recently 
lost four employees due to two 
retirements and one resignation 
from an employee who is moving 
out of the state. They are only 
replacing two employees, 

Riehle said that road commis- 
sion employees only work four 
10 hours days to cut costs. He 
added that employees are also 
conscious to curb costs for the 
agency. 

“They’re not out there with one 
guy digging a ditch and two guys 
holding a shovel,” he said. 

_ If voters give the millage a 


thumbs up, projects planned by 
the road commission include: 

¢ Wakeley Bridge Road from 
M-72 to Conners Flat Road. 

¢ Chase Bridge Road from Pere 
Cheney Road to M-72. 

* County Road 612 between 
Hartwick Pines Road and 
Lovells. 

¢ Old-76 (South Grayling 
Road) from North Higgins Lake 
Drive to Dort Road. 

* Fletcher Road from Old-76 
to Military Road. 

» Hartwick Pines Road from 
M-93 to County Road 612. 

* Sherman Road from County 
Road 612 north to the Waters 
Landfill. 

* Fletcher Road from Military 
Road to the Kalkaska County 
Line. 

¢ Military Road from North 
Higgins Lake Drive to Fletcher 
Road. 

* County Road 612 from 
Stephan Bridge Road to Lovells. 

* County Road 612 from 
Frederic west to the Kalkaska

Babcock said the list of proj- 
ects is not set in stone, and the 
road commission will continue to 
pursue additional federal and 
State funds for special projects or 
circumstances.

Grayling High School’s varsi-
